Carnation  White  Queen  (Lorenz).  To  my  large  collection  of  choice  Carnations  and 
Picotees,  I  beg  to  add  this  lovely  new  variety,  which  shall  soon  become  as  popular  as  the  well  known 
“Germania’’.  The  beauty  and  value  of  this  new  Carnation  can  be  but  faintly  shown  by  either  words  or 
illustrations.  Its  principal  points  of  merit  are  the  admirable  globular  form,  the  pure  porcelain -white 
colour  and  fine  parchment-like  substance  of  the  flowers,  measuring  from  2  to  3  inches  across  and 
borne  on  stiff  wiry  stems.  The  flower  possesses  remarkable  keeping  qualities  and  emits  a  delicious  fragrance; 
the  constitution  of  the  plant  is  particular  vigorous;  the  foliage  broad  and  highly  glaucous. 

Layers  from  August,  well  rooted  2  s.  6  d.  each. 


Chrysanthemum  earinatum  Golden  Feather,  all  Colours  mixed  (Lorenz’s 
Strain).  In  1896  I  introduced  a  scarlet  variety  and  one  year  later  my  double -flowering  strain  of  Chr. 
earinatum;  after  3  years  endeavourings,  I  have  now  succeeded  to  fix  all  colours  of  the  old  race  in  this 
new  yellow-leaved,  dwarf  strain,  and  I  dare  say  even  the  finest  colours  as  carmine-edged,  bronze-grounded, 
flesh-coloured  and  deep  yellow  shades  are  the  most  frequent  with  this  class.  It  is  a  matter  of  fact  that 
the  flowers  produce  an  effect  by  far  more  striking  on  the  light  yellow  back-ground  than  they  do  upon 
the  dark,  gloomy  green  foliage  of  the  old  type.  The  dwarf  compact  growth  is  another  advantage,  as  the 
old  race,  especially  in  substantious  soil,  takes  a  development  sometimes  cumbersome  in  a  flower-garden.

Mignonette,  Excelsior  (Lorenz).  This  is  another  first-class  novelty.  Belonging  to  the 
Machet-type,  it  is  of  vigorous,  broad- pyramidal,  short- branched  habit,  attaining  a  height  of  from 
8  to  10  inches,  with  very  thick,  undulated  foliage,  and  throws  up  numerous  extremely  broad  spikes  of 
elegant,  obtuse  form  and  a  silvery  tinted  buff-colour,  merging  in  a  copper-red  tint  to  the  centre.  Somewhat 
resembling  to  the  variety  “Gabriele”,  it  differs  from  the  latter  by  its  lighter  colour,  the  general  colour 
effect  of  this  variety  may  by  described  as  being  a  silver  shining  Mignonette -brown,  and  it  surpasses 
all  other  Machet-varieties  by  the  immense  size  of  its  flower -trusses  and  its  robust,  sturdy  growth.  For 
cutting  purposes  as  well  as  for  pot-culture  and  out  door  growth  a  grand  variety.

Dwarf,  compact  growth,  strong  stems,  dressed  with  vigorous  foliage,  equally  branched 
and  crowned  with  flowers  of  an  enormous  size  and  of  an  obtuse,  dense  form,  this  variety  is  much  the 
superior  of  its  class.  The  colour  is  an  intense  Bronze-yellow  hitherto  not  to  be  found  amongst 
Mignonettes  and  the  floriferousness  and  delicious  fragrance  being  the  same  as  with  other  similar  varieties, 
this  novelty  may  be  called  the  best  yellow  Mignonette,  valuable  for  all  purposes  this  plant  is  used  to.

Snapdragon,  Black  Prince  (Lorenz).  The  genus  Antirrhinum  being  a  great  favourite  as  a 
cut  flower  and  for  bedding  purposes,  self-coloured  varieties  generally  are  preferred.  From  this  point  of 
view  “Black  prince”  will  be  a  grand  acquisition  to  the  assortment  of  Dwarf  Snapdragons,  as  the  colour  of 
its  flower-spikes  is  a  velvety  black  with  purple  reflex  similar  but  by  far  more  intense  than  this  colour  is 
exhibited  in  the  well  known  rose  “Souvenir  de  William  Wood”.  A  peculiarity  that  will  add  another  charm 
to  the  beauty  of  this  plant,  are  the  golden  yellow  anthers,  with  other  flowers  hidden  within  the  throat, 
peeping  over  the  black-palate  of  the  flower  like  two  fiery  eyes.  For  bedding  requirements  this  variety 
will  make  a  fit  companion  to  te  white  “Queen  of  the  North”  and  as  a  cut-flower  it  will  be  grand.  Comes 
absolutely  true  from  seed.

Lettuce,  Harbinger  (Lorenz).  Although  there  is  no  need  of  early  Cabbage-lettuces  for 
outdoor-growth,  this  sort  will  prove  to  be  a  valuable  addition  as  it  possesses  all  the  points  most  desirable 
in  such  a  variety,  combining  earliness  and  hardiness  with  high  quality,  large  size,  productiveness  and  keeping 
qualities,  advantages  not  associated  in  any  other  variety.  Within  25 — 30  days  from  date  of  planting  it 
forms  large  solid  heads  of  a  beautiful  light  green  colour;  the  crisp  and  tender  heart  measuring  without  the 
outside  leaves  8  inches  across  and  being  of  excellent  flavour.  Another  chief  peculiarity  of  this  variety  is 
the  extraordinary  time  it  remains  fit  for  use,  withstanding  summer  heat  and  drought,  and  may  therefore  be 
planted  as  a  succession  to  the  forcing  varieties  as  well  as  a  fore-runner  of  the  summer  lettuces.

Melon  (Cantaloup),  Empress  Augusta  Victoria  (Lorenz).  By  a  careful  selection  conti¬ 
nued  for  several  years,  I  have  succeeded  to  raise  a  Cantaloup  whose  most  conspicuous  features  are :  It 
is  well  resisting  wet,  unfavorable  weather  and  seems  proof  against  mildew  and  other  diseases,  it  is  a  heavy 
cropper  and  gives  a  crop  with  full  certainty,  and  last  but  not  least,  it  is  one  of  the  earliest.  The  fruit  is 
only  of  medium  size,  averaging  from  5  to  7  pounds,  round,  flattened  at  both  ends  and  decidedly  ribbed. 
The  skin  assumes  different  colourings  according  to  its  state  of  maturity;  being  at  the  beginning  pea-green, 
it  gradually  changes  from  dark  green,  yellowish  green,  buff-colour  into  a  rich  orange  yellow.  The  flesh 
is  very  thick,  eatable  to  the  very  rind  and  leaving  only  a  small  seed  cavity,  of  a  salmon-orange  colour, 
melting  character  and  a  luscious,  very  spicy  flavour,  the  eatable  part  being  quite  as  considerable  as  with 
large-fruiting  varieties.  The  extraordinary  prolificacy  is  shown  by  the  peculiarity  that  often  two  fruits  are 
borne  by  one  joint;  the  plant  is  moreover  of  moderate  but  vigorous  growth,  producing  sturdy  short-jointed 
shoots.  —  Altogether  this  variety  is  a  grand  fruit  for  table  and  market  purposes.

Ajuga  metallica  crispa.  This  last  years  novelty  has  proved  to  be  a  valuable  acquisition 
for  carpet-bedding  where,  as  a  counterpart  to  plants  with  yellow  or  silvery  white  foliage,  it  will  create  a 
grand  effect;  there  is  really  no  other  plant  of  the  same  dark  colour  and  the  regular  dwarf  growth.  The 
regular  compact  habit,  in  combination  with  the  dark  green,  metallic  glossy  leaves  gives  quite  a  charming 
appearance  to  the  plant,  which,  including  the  nice,  ultramarine-blue  flower-spikes  reaches  a  height  of  from 
4  to  5  inches.  Seeds  are  to  be  sown  on  a  cold  frame  and  are  as  with  other  Perennials  very  long  in 
germinating.

Lobelia,  British  Maid.  A  pretty  new  variety  of  the  perennial  Lobelia  cardinalis  with  beautiful 
large  flowers  of  a  delicate  pale  pink  or  flesh-rose  uninterruptedly  produced  during  the  whole  summer 
until  late  in  the  autumn ;  the  foliage,  being  very  vigorous  and  of  a  metallic  purple  hue,  much  enhances  the 
effect  of  this  stately  appearance.  It  does  best  in  the  open  ground;  the  seed,  germinating  very  slowly,  is 
sown  in  a  hotbed  and  should  not  be  covered  with  soil. 

A  Golden  medal  has  been  awarded  to  this  novelty  at  the  Horticultural  Exhibition 
of  St-Etienne  September  1896,  a  First-class  certificate  by  the  Societe  d’horticulture  du 
Rhone,  and  a  great  silver  medal  in  1897,  Hamburg.
